The actual pencil drawing of a BARBIE 
comic book takes between 3 and 4 weeks, 
Diane. But the whole process to complete 
the comic book takes 4 or 5 months! First, 
the writer has to write the story. Once It's 
approved, the pendiler goes to work, draw- 
ing 22 story pages. 

Then the writer creates the dialogue that 
will go with the drawings. Then it’s the let- 
terer’s Job to carefully put these words onto 
the art page, draw balloons around the 
words, and add any sound effects that the 
writer has indicated. 

Next, the inker goes over the penciler's 
work with black ink. And last, but not least, 
the colorist adds beautiful hues to the art- 
work. We look over the final product, comect 
any mistakes, and send It to the printer. 

A few weeks later, the printer sends us 
the color proofs, and we check them over 
to make sure the printer hasn't made any 
mistakes — like printing Barbie's hair blue! 
Then, itis to distribution points across 
the country, and finally, to yourlocal retailer 
where you buy BARBIE and BARBIE FASHION!
